500 years (as Avenzoar oblerves) before 
his time among{(t the Arabians were they 


joined together. I ſpeak of the time 


where this art of healing flourtſhed a- 
mongit the Greeks; tor the Egyptians 
had 1t much earlier, as Herodotus writes. 


made both Phyſitzans and medicine ; and 
wiſe $olomon makes mention of Phyliti- 
ans healing inward diſeaſes, and of the 
carth being furniſhed. with plants and 
herbs for curing outward ſores and hurts. 
Did not our wiſe Creator frame both the 
Phyſitians and plants for the good and 
benefit of mankind ?

vans Cham had a wite whoſe name was

as a Deity. TJachenns amonglit the /#- 


gyptians for inventing a way to purity 
the Air was renowned as a mighty one, 


and by them had a Temple erected, in 


which he was interred. Mercuri#us Triſ- 


megiſtus a little -after Moſes in the time 


of Fo/hna appeared in Phyſick with great 


glory. Homer writes that Podalyrius 
and Machaon ſons of A fculapius went 
into the Trojane war and exerciſed this 


faculty; hence may we learn of what 


great eſteem value and reverence tis 
Art was in former. times : But to look 
nearer home, have we not very oft times 
ſeen 1t kept, preſerved, protected, and 
propagated-in the Royal palaces and 
and Princely families of Kings and Poten- 
tates ?

perte&t and intire? And this may then 
molt properly be faid fo to te,. when all 
its actions are freed from the chains of 
impediments and pains; for this great 
happineſs of health 1s onely that affection 
of the body, which from the firlt do make 
every of its actions anſwer its nature. 
This made Demecritus write, that he 
would have every man fludy the Art of 
1s profitable and uſetul tor lite : Winch if 
brings me to the next branch of it, which az1propr. 
ſhoweth 1ts fruit neceſſity and proi:t. 
This 1s a ferld very large, conſidering et- 
ther its order, condition,age or ſex, wants- 
ing no fruit; it 15 this alone rhat produceth 
health, by divine permiſſion, a more ex- 
cellent thing than which this great world 
cannot toalt of ; to Jive is to be buried a- 
live withoutit. No man therefore ought 
to be held 1n 2 greater eſtimate in a Com- 
mon weal, than he that keeps the people 
thereot in health. This made Homer 
tae Prince of the great Poets prefer on2 
C3 Piyth 
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EO v "TORY? R Oe Te” _ th F? 
Phyſician well furniſhed with vertues and # 
knowledg in his Art before many of o- 


ther men. Itis here alone guided by na- 
ture, that can ſee diſtempers, and ſnatch 
them out beiore they take root, diſcharge 
ſuch as are adherent, deſtroy them 1n 
the bud, hinder them in their growth, re- 
preſs their vehemency, nutigate their 
pains, extinguith their fervour ; that can | 
reſtore the ſemiputrid to health, recreate |» 
the affiited , refreſh the troubled, *' 
ſtrengthen the languiſhing, and bring the 
half dead to a whole life. But ſhould theſe 
q fail, yet we have this to defend us before 
the grear Door of our Souls ; if to the 
utmoll of our endeavous and judgments, 
and theſe ſtrengthened by care and ſtudy, 
we uſe and apply the beſt of medicines 
our beſt knowledg can guide us to, we 
have diſcharged our parts,and let us leave 
the ſucceſs to that God, who can work 
beyond the wajes 0i man, whole ſecrets 
are paſt tinding ont.

Caitions. Firſt when the matter doth flow to the 
Emunctories or glandulous parts : ſe- 

condly , when a venenate matter flow- 

eth; for this ſends it more inwards and

ſo poyſoneth the heart : Thirdly, when 
this matter floweth Critically, not croſ- 
ſing Nature in her own way : Fourthly, 
when Fluxion 1s excited in*a Cacochy- 
mick body : Fitthly, when the part, to 
which this matter maketh its Flux, 1s 
weak, and its heat but mean : Sixthly, 
when there is vehement pain, for hefe 
15s. more need of anodynes; and then ſe- 
venthly, when this Fluxion 1s near ſome 
principal part. And as touching theſe 
curative ſcopes, we are firſt to probihit 
its Origination , and by this means to 
hinder its augment ; ſecondly, tounder= 
ſtand the quality of ſuch things as are to 
be apeline; for as Galen ſaith 13 Mes 
| thod. 16. we do deſtroy the breed of a 
Tumour, if we well underſtand its cauſe ; 
and this being ablated, the Tumour 1s 
ſoon ſeen to vaniſh. Fluxion and con« 
geſtion are the two cheit cauſes of Tu- 
mours; the firſt offending either in Quan- 
tity or Quality, and ſo with violence doth 
ſeize ſuddainly upon any member, either 
by reaſon of its looſneſs. or weaknels ; 
Congeſtion being , when a Humour 1s 
re into a part gradatim by rea- 
on of this weakneſs of the digeſtive and

T N this Diſcourſe we have many things 
4 do 'offer themſelves to our conſide- 
ration: As when there 1s a tulnefs, Evacua- 
tion 1s in uſe; and here is to be let out 
as much as 1s necellary : It there be a 
Plethory QWuoad wires, here it1s to be 
repeated. And as touching the part which 
is to have the lancet exerciſed on it ,

Derivation , which Evacuation from the 


adjacent part doth not, agrees in the be- 
ginning of the cure ; becauſe this would 
make the Fluxton larger, and rhe Attra- 
ction to the part afected greater. And 
if we will make Revulfion aright, we 
ought well to underſtand the place of 
Fluxion, that we may happily revell in 
the oppoſite part: Thus if the right kidney 


be hurt, we open a vein in the lett arm ; 


' in Tumours of the groin vena LPopli- 


tis. And it any may quellion our mean- 
ing between the upper and lower parts, 
Galen himfelt giveth them thus anſwer :

All the parts aboye the navel, ihcluding 
the Liver and Stomack, are called the up- 
per parts; and thus have we one part 
of the vena Cava called the aſcendent 
| Trunk : the other below theſe. are pro- 
perly called the lower parts. This knot- 
ty difference between Repulſion, Revul- 
ſon, and Derivation is not very calily un- 
tied ; I ſhall thus endeavour to looſen it. 
Fluxion ariſing from Fxpultion ſhoweth 
expulſion : if it followeth ffom the quan- 
tity of matter, this 1s either to be re- 
voked or evacuated ; and hence ariſeth 
this twofold intention, Revulſivn and 
Evacuation. This being out,another thing 


is to be obferved, the matter that flows 


hath three places, one trom whence it 
floweth ; the ſecond whither, and this 1s 
to the part affeted ; and thirdly through 
what parts,before it arrives hither. Theſe 
being found out, we are to conſider how 
to diſcharge this matter , and thereby 
prevent its further ſpreading ; ſecoridly 
we are to prevent the Fluent mattef, 


which hath got pallage into the channels, 


that it flow not to the part affected , 
and fo run this alſo into a Tumour. And 
the well conſideration of theſe may well 
make us uſe ſtudy, where, 'aridd whert 
to make this Revulſion ; and where t6 
make evacuation, Ale in both of theſe

that all be done ſecundum retiitudinem : 
and this is to be performed two waies, 
as by comparing the left with the left, 
and the right with the right ; for with 
theſe there is held a proper conſent. Thus 
the Liver vein hath a redaitude with 
thoſe veins which aſcend up to the head. 
Thus upon an immoderate Flux at the 
right noſtril by applying a cupping glaſs 
to the Region of the Liver, the Flux doth 
ſuddenly 1top; it the lett, by applying 
one to the + Big doth work and per- 
form the ſame effects. Galen hath alſo 
two ſpecies of Revulſion, the one from 
the upper parts to the lower, from the 
right to the left ; the ſecond not ſo exact, 
which we uſe when the matter is much, 
and threatens danger. Galey alſo in diſ- 
eaſes of the upper parts doth revel by o- 
pening the upper veins, as in Tumours 
of the head he doth order the Cephalick 
vein to be opened : and Fatlopprus ſaith 
in a Squinancy he hath breathed the left 
arm, and the Humour preſently vaniſh- 
ed ; and in ſome caſes this 1s very pro- 
per. In Tumours of the Axillaries being 
venenate , it we ſhould open the lower 
veins we mult conſequently draw its ve- 
nome inwards to the heart ; and vice

Roſatum 
 Refrigerans Galeni, Populeon , Album 
Camphoratum. If pain' occaſtoneth this, 

_ we are here to give eaſe by Anodynes 
according to Galen 13.: Meth. 1. and'if 
any preternatural bodies offend, diſcharge 
them, either by Medicine or Inſtrument : 
if pain cometh from venome, cure this 
as you do venomed bodies; and herein 
alſo are you to conſider the times of the 
poyſon, for the longer it hath got room 
and entrance, the deeper doth 1t imprint 
its venomous Qualities and Effects.

which are performed either by Digeſli- 
on or Concoction : but the firſt is the 
beſt ; for theſe two things follow con- 
coction , two much generation of this 
matter, and an Abſceſls made hereofin- 
to another place.

amend the Symptoms. The firſt doth 
tonfiſt in moderating the Air, and this 
more properly in a long inflammation : 
the ſecond 1s cafe and quiet; becauſe too 
much motion keateth the body : the 
third is watching and ſleep; for as the 
one doth put our bodies into action, ſo 
the other doth refreſh and cool them : 
the fourth and laſt 1s order of diet : a 
fifth may be added, which ts retention 
or inanition of excrements ; for hard and 
dry excrements do obſtru&t, and hence 
are bred ſharp and malign vapours , 
which do courſe through the whole 
body, and do render the inflammation 


more dangerous ; and then actions of 


the mind may take a part here alſo. The 
whole cure may be performed by Diet, 


Pharmacy, and Chirurgery: Diet for pro- 


hibiting Inflammation of ſuperfluous Hu- 


mours and their generation, and making 


them more unfit for Fluxion; and here 


the. 
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the Patient's diet ſhould be thin,moiſt and 
moderately cooling : as broths where- 
in are boiled Lettuce, Borage, Bu- 
gloſs, Spinage, Purſiain, or Marzgolds ; 
if in Summer time , our green ſauce 
(as we call it ) is very good being made 
of Sorrel; if he will drink wine, let him 
mix it with three parts of water to one 
wine. Fluxion is diſcharged, if we dif- 
miſs its cauſes, as Plethory, and Caco- 
chymy ; and theſe may be leſſened either 
by Phlebotomy or Pharmacy. It the 
Inflammation be large, and the Patient 
young, ſtrong, and full of Blood, we may 
ſately breath a vein : and here we are to 
obſerve , that we breath not a vein too 
far diſtant from the part affected, both 
for Revulſion and Derxvation ; the firſt 
being to be made in the oppolite part, 
whilſt the ſecond is made 1n the ſame 
ſide near the part affefted.

'1s as it were a certain Lightning ſcat- 
tered through the inſenſ{ible Trunks ;

ries come from the Subclavians : it hath 
its Nerves from the fifth pair, and from 
other Originations : CZymphadutts are 
here very frequently ſcattered : and as 
touching its Poroſities or porous Cavi- 
ties, theſe do ſerve for its Excretion, or 
its excretory uſes, they being more large 
in the Breſt then in the common De- 
us, which 1s opened with many ſmall 
Foramulaes, their green uſe is to pre- 
pare the Milk fit for the Infant : and for 
the making this there 1s held a great 
controverſy, ſome holding the Blood to 
be the Prima Materia hereof, whilſt 
others do contend as ſtoutly for the 
Chyle to be its Origination. The firſt 
15 not to be defended; for if Chyle.be 
to be made moſt properly into Blood , 
it may very properly be accounted re- 
trograde for Blood to turn into Chyle. 
And ſuch as do ſtand up for the Chyle 
to be the onely ſubſtance of the Milk, 
they do offer this as their aſſertion, that 
the Chyle doth immediatly paſs through 
the Milky veſſels into the Breſt , or 
that it is there received into the Veins, 
and thence effuſed through the Thora- 
cick Arteries into the Breſts, and that 
they have a power or faculty to ſepa- 
rate the Blood from the Chyle, and to 
diſpoſe 1t through the Mammullary vel- 
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{els into the Body , and this they call 
Milk ; but the way or pafſage which 
ſhould conduct this to the Ladctiferons 
veſſels 1s not yet arrived at. Our wor- 
thy Whayton's opinion 1s, that Milk is 
peculiarly a nervous Jnice , not pro- 
perly conſtitared for the ſubſtance of the 
Milk , but alſo for carrying a double 
Matter with it, as being both Chyli- 
fick, -and Spermartick ; and 'theſe two 
do breed the greateſt part of the Milk, 
not 1mmediatly ſent from.the Ventricle 
to the Breſts by the Milky vellels, but 
carried by or through the Duns chy- 
liferus into the Subclavinnm, thence cir- 
culed with the Blood through the Ven- 
tricles of the Heart , and? ſo paſſeth 
through the Thoracick Arteries, andip 
time of the Mother giving milk igf1s 
refunded into the ample capacity of the 
Breſts, and there do {cparate the-San- 
gvineous part from the Chyle , and do 
reduce it through the Mammary Veins 
into the Meditullium of the body. And

hole body doth make an Elephantiafes, 
to 4 private or particular part doth alſo 
frame a Cancer : and where this black 
Choler is ſharp and hot, it maketh an 
Ulcerate Cancer : and by reaſon of its 
thick Juice, 1t can neither be repelled, 
or diſcuſſed ; for as it ſlighteth and con- 
temneth the company or acquaintance 
of mild Medicines , fo alſo doth 1t like 
' Lard or Oyl turn into a flame, rage, 
and fury, by the applying of any ſtrong 
or vehement Medicine. The Cauſes of 
this Atra bilis are many ; for firſt in 
the Liver 1s bred this natural melan- 
cholick Humour, which is called the Fe- 
cies of the Blood, and hence ariſeth a cauſes; 
S$crrrhus, fo this Atra bil 1s made up 
of the aduſtion of the other Humours, 
and without flattery is the worſt of all 
the reſt, and .as it groweth more pu- 
trid, ſharp, and malign, it doth more 
ſpeedily, violently, and painfully create 
an ulcerated Cancer.

£4127 Definitions hereof ; by ſome it is ſaid 
to be a change from a natural to a pre- 
ternatural Colour , and by theſe 1t 15 
called Mortificatio; Galen doth call: a 
Gangrene the beginning of a Mortifica- | 
tion in the part affected , the which 
doth ſo trouble and infeſt the neigh- 
bouring parts, that without the beſt of 
Medicine be applied by a very skilful 
hand, it does ſpeedily run it ſelf. into a 
Mortification. Inflammation by him alſo 
1s accounted as a very great Inſtrument 
hereof, and here beginneth a change of 
Colour, decay of Senſe , a turning to 
Mortification.

like this than Sewet ; neither 1s 1ts co- 
lour there fo white : It 1s generated, 
as 1s Sewet, by reaſon of the Intempe- 
riety of the place, or by reaſon of ull 
Blood. They are ſcarce ever curcd, but 
by manual operation. If the Ve{tcie be 
broken, and you do not draw all out, it 
will leave either a Fiftula, or a foul Ul- 
cer. As touching its Curc, in reſpect 
of its hardneſs, broad Bafis , multitude 
of Sewets, 1t 1s only to be handled as 
other Abſcelles ; this Sevum 1s to be 
wholly ſeparated trom the Pericranium, 
leſt the Abſceſs do make a freſh re- 
turn.

CHAP XXX. 


Of Plydracium. 


HIS is a yellowiſh ſharp Pullle, 
out of which, if it be prelled, 
cometh a Moiſineſs accord- * 

ing to Cel/ſus. Galen ſecmeth to place it 
ſometimes amongſt the Tumours of the 
Eye-lids, ſometimes he will have it a 
Tumour of the Head. Tt 1s called Pſy- 
dracum, either becauſe 1t 1s ſeen to ap- 
pear ſharp in the Head, or elſe becauſe 
it doth contain in it a great quantity 
of 2 wateriſh humidity. Theſe do ariſe 
from mixt Humours ; and by how much 
the whiter they are, this ſhows they 
have more Flegm in them , the harder 
come from Choler , and the ſharp and 
ſmall from Water. The Cure 1s to be. 
performed by moderate Coolers, and 
Diſcuſtives ; Coolers as for allaying and 
tempering the heat of Choler, and

HIS 1s a proper Tumour of the 
Head, ariſing for the moſt part 
trom Water, and hence doth it 

take 1ts name. This is a Diſtemper 
which doth very oft come into the 
World with young Infants, being ei- 
ther bred with them in the Womb, or 
elſe ſoas they are bringing into it. It 
may alſo be occaſioned by a careleſs, or 
1gnorant, or unhappp Midwife. It may 
well be called a Cephalick Dropfie, for 
it doth contain in 1t a proper Wateriſh 
ſubſtance, known by its oleney ſoft- 
neſs, 1ts eaſie yielding to touch , but 
chiefly from its inundation of Water 
running out of one place into another 
in its compreſſion. Theſe Tumours do 
often times vary ; for in ſome they are 
ſ{mall, whuſt in others they do appear 
very large ; It is a peculiar Diſeaſe ba 

talC 
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the Head of young Children,the which a- 
riſeth from too much Hunudity of the 
Head;for which veryCauſe they whichare 
much troubled herewith, do ſeldom live 
long, as both Galen, tins, and Paulus 
do obſerve. This Tumour by GaZen in 
Libr. definitionts 1s thus deſigned, as 7: Defoni: 
being a colleftion of wateriſh Humours, ** 
or teculent Blood in ſome parts of the Bo- 

dy, which doth force it ſelf up to the 

Head. And here 1s a double meaning to be 
explained ; the one,whereas he calleth it 

not only a colleftion of a Serous Humour, 

but alſo of a teculent Blood, as when the 

Head & Cranium ſuffers an outward Con- 

tuſion or Colliſion, and the Veins by this 
Collifion do ſprinkle their Blood between 

the Cutis and Pericrane. This Blood here 

thus putritying doth make a moſt ſoft Tu- 

mour ; and if a ſerous aquolity were col- 

Ieted , the which by dayly experience 
maywell be offered to happen, from aCon- 

tuſion thus happening it may frame a Hy- 
lrccerhalcs. Wirim: 116. 6.cap.1. will have 

that a Hydrocephalos may be generated) 
irom aFeculent orbloodyMatter,thewhich 

being changed into a thin ſubſtance. A ſe- 

cond of Galens 1s, that a Hydrocephalos is 

a collection of an aquous Humour in ſome 

part of thoſe Bodies, which have a 
orcing quality towards the Head ; out of 

which 
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which it may be conjectured, that Galey 
doth offer , that Hydrocephalos to be a 
Diſeaſe of ſome part of the Head, not a | 
Dropſie of the whole Head ; and this 
is confirmed by /Et:us and Paulns,who 
treating of Hydrocephalos do allow four 
ſpecies hereof: Firſt, when this Humour 
getteth between the Brain and Mem- 
branes : Secondly, when it lyes between 
the Membranes and the Skull: A third 
between the Bone and the Pericrane : 
And Laſtly, when between the Pericrane 
and the hairy Scalp. I have already 
ſhown you part of its Signs ; that it is 
a Tumour ſoft in touch, whitiſh in co- 
lour, indolent, turgid, much like a Pil- 
low to other parts, eaſily yielding to 
touch , and as ſpeedily filling up its 
former made vacancy, the Finger being 
removed. If it ariſeth from a Contu- 
ſion, it doth appear firſt red, and doth 
carry pain with it,as /E7:us doth write ; 
but being afterwards changed into a 
thin ſubſtance, it doth ſpread it ſelf 
without pain. In thoſe where it hap- 
peneth between the Pericrane and Bone, 
they anſwer plainly the reſt; for here 
it is hard in Tumour, and very pain- 
ful, by reaſon of the diſtention of the 
Pericrane ; If it happeneth ( as fome- 
times it doth ) between the Membrane

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One in which this wateriſh Humour is 
contained and made by an inward Cauſe, 
that 1s out of an abundant collection of 
this ſcrous matter 1n the Body : The fe- 
cond doth not contain the ſincere Se. | 
rum , but as it were a mixt feculent 
Blood, the which doth cat it ſelf out of 
the lacerated Veins, ariſing trom Contu- 
ſion or. ſome other outward Cauſes. As 
to its Preſage, Paulus Frtins and Galey 
do offer , that if this Humour be col- 
Ieted between the Brain and. its Mem- 
branes, 1t 1s mortal ; in other parts it 
may admit Cure, by curing its Cauſes, 
ind removing its Effects. But here, as 


well as in other parts of the Body, the 


Rules of Celſas and Galen are to be ob- 
ſerved; every Diſeaſe is ſo much the 
more dangerous, by how much it gets 
into a greater bulk and bigneſs. As touch- 
ing its Cure, we ſhall begin with that 
which 1s extant between the Hairy Scalp 
andPericrane:And herewe are to obſcrve, 
that every Hydrocephalos is to be cured 
by diſcharging of this wateriſh ſubſtance, 
which 15 to be pertormed by purging 
the whole, and cleanſing the affected 
part.

I ſhall here give you ſome 
ftrange Examples, by which you may 
eaſily perceive, how ſoon .our natural 
Fabricks may be pulicd down and waſhed 
away, even at our tir{t appearance on this 
mundatory Stage. Veſalias writeth, that 
he ſaw a Girle of two years old, whoſe 
Head was larger and greater than any 
Mans Head, occaſioned thus by this ſort

-mour. Leonellus de Morb.Pueror. Cap. 
14. faw a young Child , which had its 
Head ſo much ſwelled with Water, that 
one might ſee through its outward Scalp 
the ſutures of the Skull; the cauſe of 
this great quantity of Water thus .ex- 
pending it felf out from the Skull was 
occaſioned by the Midwife and Nurſe,

H I S Diſcaſe is thus ſo called 
from the reſemblance 1t hath 
with a Mole, which dwells and 1n- 

habits in the Earth ; for this 1s acreeping, 

Humour, and gets between the Cutis and 

Pericrane. Ir differeth a little from F- 

cas, becaufe as that is a Tumour ariling 

from mixt Humours ; So 1s this elevating 
the Skin into a Tumour. Tt oft times 
doth ſo cloſely adherc to the Craniwum, 

that it foulcth it. It diffcreth from a 

Ficus, in that it is larger and bigger, 

and therefore 1s longer in its coming to 

ſuppuration ; for it is made of thick Hu- 

mours. Its Cauſes are various, as falt and 5 cauſe; 

nitrous Flegm mixt with Choler, or a pu- 
trefactiveWater. InChildren it doth breed 

moſt from ſwect Flegm. Sometimes it 

doth breed of Flegm and Blood together, 

but ſeldom of Melancholy. We ought 

to be very careful and circumſpeCtive in 

Adminiſtring our Medicines here, becauſe 
here we meet with both Humour and 
Fluxion ; the Body therefore is to. be pre- 
pared and purged , the Humours cor-

Of this 
there are three ſorts, The firit hereof by 
Galen faid to be furfurous or ſqua- 
mous, for upon ſcratching it there do 
fall off many ſquamous Dandtriff {leaks : 
A ſecond called Ficns, it ſomewhat re- 
ſembling the inward part of Figs: A 
third by Galen called Achor, and this 
commonly 1s called corrofiive and ulce- 
rous. All theſe ſpecies do ariſe from a 
corrupt Humour, erring more or leſs in 
quantity or quality. The firſt cometh of 
the mildeſt ſort, the ſecond 15 more cor- 
rupt, and the third is more putrid than 
the two former. If this Diſcaſe do for- 
bear to ſhow it ſelf, until the party 
which 1s therewith perplexed 15 arri- 
ved at the Age of Man, he may both 
purge and bleed ; and ior this effeQt ſuch 
Pills arid Potions, as I have alrcady pre- 
ſcribed in an Eryſipelas, may with ad- 
vantage be uſed here.

NOW proceed to Tumours of the 


Eyes, and under this Head I ſhall 

_ comprehend OIJuffufio, Hordeolum, 
ungus. Oculorum and Encanthis. Sutffuſi 
or . Cataract by the Greeks '1s called 
Wavxve,and this is an affect of the Eye, 
whole cauſe 1s as it were a concreted 
glaily Humour gotten between the Cor- 
nea and the Chryitalline-Humour,, cloud- 
ing 1t and obſcuring its Species of Ob- 
jects, ſometimes covering the whole Pu- 
pil, whulit at other times 1, 1s ſeen only 
to cloud but half thereof. And accord- 
ing to its more or leſs ſpreading, it doth 
exther 1n proceſs of time wholly abolyh, 
or partly diminiſh the fight. And as Pla- 
terus doth obſerve, it groweth in length 
of. time to the thickneſs . and hardneſsof 
an excocted Egg. It is oft times'made 
by acconcretion of a Flegmatick Humour, 
bred either between the Coats of the 
Eye, or its Pannicles or Spots : It -ariſeth 
alſo from an infiux of Humours ; or is 
occaſioned by ſome outward Action, as 
4 Blow, or Fall ; or thick and fumid Va- 
pours ariſing from the Stomach, and ſo 
getting 
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getting into the ſubſtance of the Brain,are 
from thence ſent and diffufed into the 
Eye, and at length do there contract 
its concretion. It may ariſe alſo out of 
weakneſs and cold: Celſus 116. 7. cap. 7. 
faith, that there 1s a ſpace or diſtance 
between the Cornea and the T/vea, and 
in this empty ſpace, as he does imagine, 
lodgeth this Cataract or Suffafion , and 
there takes its Origination. Paulus 
lib. 6. cap. 21: ſaith, that a Suffufion is 
a Concretion of an idle or ſedentary Hu= 
mour in the Cornea near the Pupilla ; 
but this carrieth not ſo full a meaſure of 
truth as the former: Galen 10. de uſu. 
partium cap. 1. © 4. offereth that this 
Humour doth grow between the Cor- 
nea. and the Cryſial;ine. Yet babritius 
ab aqua pendente doth affirm , that in 
the three perſons which he hath couched, 
and that in all People which he hath 
ſeen ule the ſame Operation, the Nee- 
dle hath been applied backward under 
the Tvea before the Suffuſton would ap- 
pear : and therefore 1t 1s probable, as he, 
mentioneth, that behind the Foramen of 
the Tvea this Humour ſhould conſiſt, 
becauſe if it did grow in its Circumfe- 
rence, it could not be dilated. Where this 
Cataract 1s confirmed, and comes to ma- 
turity , we may with eafe perceive the 51g, 
| an . 
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thin Membranes viſited with a ſtrange 
Species of a thin clouded Pupil , va- 
riouſly coloured according tq the diver- 
ſity of Humours, as ſometimes with 
white, or black, or blewiſh, yellow, red, 
or green; and by theſe or any of theſe 
the Eye is oft times clouded and depri- 
ved of its fight. If it do poſseſs half 
the Pupil, it takes away but half ; but 
when it creeps and overcaſts the whole, 
it doth —_ pertet blindneſs. Its 
Cure is to be begun with a good order 
. of Dyet, and convenient Medicines,and 
Ioſtruments artificially preſcribed and ap- 
plied : Abſtaining from Wine and ſuch 
hot things, as may diſturb the Brain ; 
Shunning flegmatick Dyet, and ſuch as is 
of a flatulent and pituitous Juice. If the 
Patients Bread have ſome Fennel-feed 
put into 1t, 1t will be fo muck the better ; 
tor this 15 generally reputed not only to 
help the fight, but alſois very advanta- 
c10us for diflipating of cloudy Vapours. 
Bleeding , Purging , Fridctions, are here 
very uſetul ; Maſticatories chewed in the 
Mouth are proper ; Cupping Glafles and 
Veſicatories applied to the Neck and 
Shouiders arc here alſo. very. requiſite for

the ſound Eye being ſhut, if the other be 
well rubbed with the Finger, the Pupil 
will preſently. dilate, and diffuſe it ſelf, 
and will very ſpeedily return into its 
place, figure, colour, and State, and this 
by fome 1s reputed to be ripe enough 
for manual Operation. Thoſe Cataracts 
are by moſt Authors held to be incu- 
rable,which do ariſe out of a ſharp and 
tedious Diſeaſe, and having with them 
great pains of the Head, or that which . 
cometh by a vehement blow or ſtroke; 
ſuch as are black, green, livid, yellow, 
or of a Quickſilyer colour are hardly cu- 
rable. ' On the contrary, ſuch as have a 
Cheſnut colour, or reſemble that of the 
Sea with ſome White,are cured without 
much difficulty. And fince it 1s not ſuch 
an caſie Operation, but may and hath 
puzled the beſt Oculiſt and moſt exact 
profetior of this Art, conſider that bs 
Cure . by couching 1s not always fu 
ceſsful : But as it oft times happens well, 
ſo alſo hath it its intervals of bad ſucceſs ;

ſight. Therefore' how careful , faithful, 
and diligent ought' the manual Opera-- 
tor be, who undertakes this ſo curious an- 3 
Art, the only piece to be admired of all: "2 
Chirargery ? And here ought we to - 4 
conſider and - underſtand the ' Coats, 
Muſcles, and Humours of the Eye, fo 
that not one'part of the Eye may be. 
injured by your operation : We ought al-: 
ſo to conſider and obſerve, how theſe” 
parts are connexed together, while we' 
move the Needle upwards and down- 
wards. And having given you this as a 
Caution or monttory Introduction, I come 
now to teach you the way of perform- 
mg this Chirurgick Operation, a lively 
Protrai of which here you may ſee ex- 
preſsed, with all its neceſſary Chirvr- 
gick Inſtruments belonging and apper- 
taining thereunto.

43ta in the middle, —_— YOug Pa- 
tient to turn the Eye towards his Noſe, 
thruſting it near half a ſirawes breadth 
from the Iris into the Cornea; and 
having got it ſafely in,- you are to. work 
it unto the hollow of the Eye; and 
when the Needle hath touched the Cata- 
ra&, endeavour to preſs it gently with 
the Cataract downwards, and this you 
are to doſo often until you ſee the! Pu- 
pil quite difcharged of its Cloud, and 
with that ſtrength as to keep it down, 
that it may not riſe up again; and or- 
der your Patient not to. titir his Eye; 
for if it ſticketh below, and returns not 
again, you may be confident of a per- 
fect Cure. Then is the Needle to: be 
brought up again, not to be taken out 
preſently.

| like: At the eight day you may remove 
your Dreſſings, and then waſh the Eye 
with Roſe water, being made lukewarm 
before you apply it to the Eye; and for 
ſome feaſon, erder your Patient to wear 
a piece of green Silk over his Eye, that 
it may not have the full Air come to it, 
but by degrees; and let this ſerve toryour 
couching Method. I thall conclude this 
Chapter, wiſhing all ſucceſs to the ma- 
nual Operator, leaying this alſo with him 
to have in his remembrance, that it

of whom Montanus Conſt}. $1. writes 
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Of Preternatural Tumours 
the Story, I will here give you as a juſt 
example of impudence in theſe Locuſts. 
A Perſon being troubled with an O- 
pthalmy in part of the Cornea of the 
Eye againſt the Pupil, the which being 
but very ſmall and ſcarce diſcernable, an 
Emperick coming under aura of 
&1VIng eaſe, applies an Apple which had 
been roaſted on hot Embers thereunto, 
and ordered to let it remain on until 
the next Day;that Night the pain ceaſed, 
and the Patient ſlept well ; Upon which 
the Mountebank began much to praiſe 
his Skill , and himſelf with hopes of a 
ſpeedy Cure ; but taking offhis rare Me- 
dicine, the Wateriſh Humour followed 'it, 
which preceded the Cryſtalline, fo that 
contrary to his boaſting expeQation, the 
Patient was made blind in this Eye. A 
Day will hardly ſuffice to reckon up 
 thofe muſchiefs and wyuries, which are 
dayly done by theſe Quacks and Moun- 
tebanks. A Woman of thirty years of Age 
(as Rzverins in his 100 Obſervations 
writeth )having a confirmed Catara&t,and 
being for a whole year blind, recovered 
her fight, her Body being well purged and 
cleanted,; by the benefit of Quarcitanes 
Opthalmick water;for the ſame I have oft 
times uſed the Juice of Celandine, Daiſies; 
Roſe water & Sugarcandy with very good

Falloppius hath an Inſtrument made 
of Silver like a Pipe for this purpoſe, 
into which he puts a Wire, with 
which he deth apprehend the Polypus, 
and with this he draweth it to the root 
thereof; and by a cloſe contraction of this 
Wire he divides and draws forth the 


Polypus ; bur if the Polypus be too hard, 
he draws it forth with this, and cuts it 
with an Inciſton Knite. I have here alſo 
ſet down its Figure, ſo that if any de- 
lire touſe tt, here may they ſee its ſhape 
and torm. 
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Yohannes Paulinus in his his Obſerva- #ifoy- 
tions doth relate of a Countryman, who 
had ſuch a large Polypus deſcending tohis 
Palate , or in. the Glandule hardned in 
the Larynx,that he was almoſt ſuffocated,

Tz is a Hyperſarcoſis,or fleſhly 


Excreſcence of the Gums, gathe- 
red at the roots of the Teeth, 
and doth Tumefie with Pain, Heat, and 
Redneſs; it poureth forth a ſaline and 
fetid Sanies, and oft times runneth in- 
to a, Cancer, which ought to be un- 
derſtood out of the property of its ex- 
traneous Heat; and that which is not 
painful may be revelled, the manner of 
which may be this way acted and per- 
formed ,. by tying a double Thread a- 
bout it , and bringing the fame every 
day ſtraiter, until you have wholly cater 
1t away : when its off, you are to burn 
the place by applying a,Cauſtick there- 
unto, being ſent thither through a Pipe, 
but ſo ſately that it hurts none of the ad- 
S 3 jacent 
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jacent parts. Parulis is a Tumour of the 
Gums with Inflammation, which is ve. 
ry often reſolved, and ſometimes ſup- 
purated ; It is made of -hot Blood, This 
may be cured by preſcribing in ' the 
beginning convenient purging , bleed- 
ing, and cooling and repelling Garga- 
ins, as Plantain, Roſes, Adderstongue, 
Nettles, Sage, and the like, being boiled 
in Water with Alume, to which add 
ſome Syrup of Mulberries and dried 
Roſes; It it tegds to Suppuration, fur- 
ther its progreſs by putting in here 
Marihmallow roots, Figs, Mallows,..and 
the like. And being made ripe, open 
it with your Inciſton Knife or Lancet, 
and cleanſe the Ulcer with Mel. Roſa- 
rum, Wormwood or the like : If it be 
ſcirrhous, and proves yery ſtubborn, 
draw out a Tooth where it fixeth: 
and by this means you will both dil- 
charge 1t from 1ts root, and have no 
reaſon to fear a new growth. Placen- 
tins Chirurg. 1ib. 5. cap. 20. cured a 
Gentlewoman of a very large ſwelling 
which was in her Gums inthe upper 
Mandible, the quantity of which Fleth 
was very much above the Teeth ſwel- 
led to the bigneſs of a Gooſe Bgg. He 
removed this in four times applying an 
aQtual Cautery, and removing ſome Ly 

tne 
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en particular. 
the Teeth about it with ſome part of the 
Mandible : He let it bleed in a great 
quantity , at length he ſtopt the. Flux 
with Vitriol on on Cotton or Lint, 
preſſing out all the clotted Blood with 
his Fingers, and ſo perte&ly cured her 
within eight days. jg

Strume immovable and deeply fixed: 
the Kings-evil ſwellings generally en- 
creaſe into a great bulk and magnitude; 
and beſides their glandulous Fleſhes they 
do carry in them ſeveral ſorts of Juices 
in their little Bags, the which do help 
much forward their growth and bulk. 
It is credible that theſe concreted Juices 
are as ſome rejected Excrements thrown 
from the glandulous Fleſh in its nutri- 
tion ; for theſe Glandules have no excre- 
tory Veſlels,and therefore neceſſarily-they 
ſhould carry their Excrements in their 
Bags: And this 1s one. reaſon, of their 
growth. Secondly, the Blood effyſed 
trom hence through the Arteries is more 
plentiful , than that which is reduced 
_ through the Veins ; and hence therefore 
may there ariſe another reaſon 'of | its 
_ growth. Thirdly , The.. Nerve which 
keepeth here is but ſmall, and that 
makes them ſo dull ; and hence 1s 1t that, 
were the parts pricked with Needles, 
the Patient would not much complain of 
pain. Now as touching Strumaes, theſe 
are 
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or magnitude , but ſometimes they en- 
creaſe, ſometimes they leſſen, and at 
length do, vaniſh, Theſe Tumours do 
receive their proportion from the re- 
dutory Vellel, and are diſcriminated 
from its firſt genus, here 15 nothing found 
beſides Nerves Veins and and Arteries.

As to 
their Preſage, we ought here to conſi- 
der their Fifervnt laces where they 
make their abode; for theſe are alſo ei- 
ther ſmall or ett, looſe or fixt, few os 
many, painful or without pain, ariling 
from Flegm or Melancholly : Some being 
in the inward part of the Neck, whilſt 0+

And 
here are we toobſerve, that this Diſeaſe 
at the beſt is not eaſily to be cured, nei- 
ther can the whole Matter be diſcharged 
by Salivation ; therefore does require 
more than an ordinary help. Out of 
Hyppocrates Counſel the Patient is to be 
nouriſhed with Milk and Euchymick 
Meats, and the Matter muſt be digeſted, 
and to deferr for fifteen days from Rupti- | 
on ; the which fifteen days being expi- 
red, it is to be ſpeedily opened either by 
Inciſion or Cauſtick, leſt it do injury | to 
the Viſcera, and do weaken the Facul- 
ties. When you make your Section, let 
it be between the fourth and fifth Rib, 
tending from the lower parts upwards ; 
and by this Method may you prevent all 
fears of injuring Nerve, Vein, or Artery. 
Make neither [nciſftons, nor apply any 
Cauſticks right downward, but according 
to the Fibres of the Intercoſtal Muſcles. 
This being pertormed, you are ſparing- 
ly or by degrees tolet forth the Matter, 
both for keeping 1n the Spirits, and-px 
ſerving vigour and ſtrength in your 
tient.

Many Remedies 
were preſcribed in the Conſultation of 
three phyſicians, and the patient was let 
blood above ten times ; yet the Aﬀect 
perſevered. Although the pain of the 
Side ſometimes ſeemed to ceaſe, yet both 
his pain returned and a Fever with it. 
This Fever continued to the five and thir- 
tieth day, then the Side began to ſwell, 
and proved painful to the Touch, fuffu- 
ſed with redneſs ; it was judged a pleuri- 
fie turned into an Empyema ; and for 
this reaſon ſuppurating Cataplaſms were 
ordered , by which the Fumour might 
encreaſe 1ts bulk, 'and the peccant Mat- 
ter endeavour to diſcharge it felf, But 
the opening of this Side being procraſti- 
nated too much, the Abſceſs broke in- 
wards, and the Patient did ſpit out ſome 
of this Matter with eafe by coughing, 
which appeared very laudable, and not ar 
all fetid ; and this he did for many days 
in a great quantity. After the Abſceſs 
i __ brake outwardly, it was with eaſe con- 
verted into either Side, becauſe he found 
and felt a great pain 1n the pained Side :

Of a Tumour of the Diaphragma. 


—— HE Diaphragma hath two ſorts 
of Tumours belonging to it, and 
either of them do bring the Pati- 


ent- in danger of death ; the one long, the 
other ſhort : for by the Excrements fors- 
cing here they may make a Tumour both 
with or without-a Fever. If without a 
Fever,from the beginning pain and dif- 
ficulty of breathing, a ſmall and a hard 
Pulſe, and theſe Excrements we are to 
allow to be thin and crude, and thence do 
follow a Tenſion of the Bowels, becauſe 
the Muſcles are extended to the Dia- 
phragma. And if a Fever be joyned to 
theſe Tumours, Experience does ſatisfie,it 
- 15not ſharp; and it ariſeth from the too 
long contention of Excrements in the 
part affected. An Inflammation of the 
Diaphragma beginning, there neceſlari- 
ly does follow a Fever ; and in reſpe& of 
the Aﬀect, becauſe the Tumour 15 made 
of hot matters, and in relation to the part 

affected by reaſon of its near borderin 
© upon the Heart, there do generally fol- 
low trom tÞ1s Inflammation, Pain, and 
Difficulty of Breathing : and therefore,

as Galen faith, Breathing here in this 
cafe is ſmall and frequent, (4.5. de loc. 
afef.) ſometimes Convullions do ſuc- 
ceed theſe Inflammations. When ſuch a 
Tumour of the Diaphragma 1s offered to 
you for cure, let your firit Intention be to 
diſcharge the Matter or Subſtance that is 
lodged.

If you take them in the beginning, they 
may give ſome hopes of Cure : but if 
they be of any long continuance, they 
admit of no Cure ; becauſe they general-

_ of Medicines. As to the Cure, the firſt 
Intention 1s to diſcharge this Matter by

Here alfo you 
may uſe Emplaſters and Unguents, as of 
Mallows, Marſhmallows, Lilies , with 
Linſeed, Fenugreek ſeed, &c. preſerving 
and defending the inward parts with 
ſuch things as can diſcuſs , as Freaett, 
Methridate, Sarſaperilla, &c. I agce ſlaw 
in a Gentleman a Tumour bred'in the 
Diaphragma out of crude and thin blood, 
in which pain and difficulty of Breathing, 
a hard Kg ſmall pulfe were preſent , the 
Matter and Humour was cold, and tough, 
and crude, and this ſhewed it Mortal, for 
it brought him 13t5 a Conſumption, and 
the Abſceſs breaking he did ſpit up Blood 
and much indigeſted Matter. Theſe Tu- 
mours, although they are bred of a thin 
and cold Matter, yet in the place affected 
they thicken ; and for the performance 
of this. there is required pain, difficulty 
_ of Breathing, a hard a a ſmall pulſe, 
little or nothing changing it ſelf, no 
apparent Tumour ſhewing it ſelf: and if 
to theſe Tumours a Fever do joyn it fels, 
as Experience does oft times ſhew it doth,

Imbecillity of the Teſticles, does give an- 
other great ſuſpicion hereof. Another 
Cauſe amoneg(t ſome is attributed to Co- 
tion with a Menſtruous Woman. Oft 
times it happens by overſtraining the in- 
ward parts ; a thing very, frequent in ſnch 
who being in their Drunken tits do a& 
beyond their power of Reaſon. If the 
Seed therefore which 1s thus thrown 
forth be pure, and is not in any reſpe& 
tinged with any ftrange quality, and is 
void of all fetid ſmell, this either does 
ſhew and expreſs a plenty,thereof, or a 
weakneſs of the Retentive Faculty, or 
Convulſion of the Spermatick Veſlels.

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lour ſtrange to its own proper nature, and 
yieldeth a ſmell which ſheweth no good 
Concoction, this' firſt of all does calefie, 
and by its acrimony does corrode, prick- 
eth, 'and invadingly ulcerateth. And 
this Ulcer does much differ from that 
which exerciſeth it ſelf in| the Bladder, 
ihd thns may witheaſe bediſtinguiſhed”; 
where-the Neck of the Bladder is ulcera- 
ted, the pus or Matter does as 1t were 
compadtly precede the Urine it ſelf; and 
the pain between making water is moſt 
mightily ſharp about the ulcerated part.

And 
therefore when we have arrived at the 
ſure knowledge,that this unnatural Gueſt 
hath made his entrance into theſe quar- 
ters, which we may ſpeedily find out b 
the ſearch of a Candle, and. to gain ad- 
vantage of this Diſturber of the Humane 
peace, we ought, if Plenitude bea main 
wing of its vigour, to diſcharge this by 
Evacuation. And here let the Patient 
uſe a thin Diet ; if the Juices be ſharp and 
thin, thicken them, ſo as that they may 
give ſtrength to the Spermatick Velſlels; 
if we do here find or meet with any 
weakneſs,ſtrengthen them.

ST TW TE arrive now to Herniaes or 
A J Ruptures , the which for the 

© molt part do dwell on the Hy- 

=— Dnoahong Region. And whereas other 
Humours ' have allowed them three 
Cauſes, as being bred either out of an In. 
flux of Humours, or Decumbency of 
Parts, or Congeſtion : All theſe have their 
lively Forms and Shapes in the Tumours 
of the Teſticles ; for Tumours are made 
here either by Humours flowing, as In- 
flammations, Eryſipelaes, Oedema, and' 
Scirrhus ; or from the Decumbent Parts ; 
or from Congeſtion, as from Water, or 
any other Humour. | Theſe kind of Ty- 
mours are better and oftner cured by 
Chirurgery than Pharmacy. And as they 
are Varjous in their Places, divers in 
Shapes, and manifold in Forms; ſp do 
theſe, and every of them, make various 
Intentions and Indications for the Chirur- 
eon. And that every thing may fall 

| 69 to the wiſh both of Pradtiſer 
and Patient; in this place it will be very 
Yoper to know well and underſtand the 
Pirts framing the Teſticles, they being 
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2s the chief Cauſes and Effects of moſt of 
theſe Ruptures. ' Cel{#s /:b. 7. cap. 28. 
does account the Teſticles tobe Glandu- 
lous'Bodies,wrapt about andtwiſted-with 
various Veſſels, Coats, -and'Ligaments: 
By. the Greeks: they: are called Jer, 
as being twoin number, and theſe are the 
Authors and Workmen of the Seed; for 
they have allowed them a vernaculate fa- 
culty of attraQing and educing the Sper- 
matick Matter from all the parts of the 
Body. The Coats of the Teſiicles are 
four, the firſt called Ep:didyme, imme- 
diately enwrapping the Teſlicles, from 
whence it taketh its Name : the ſecond 
Elythros, fo called 4m F axvlge, or guaſs 
rubro ſimils , .or vagimals : the third 
Dartos, «m7 Kp:aw, becaule it is eaſily 
excoriated , and lieth next the Scro- 
iam : thelaſt is the Scrotum it ſelf, To 
theſe Teſticles alſo belong Vaſa deferer'. 
14a Vaſa preparantia, the Cremaſter 
Muſcles, and: the like. 'This may ſerve 
as a brief Anatomy of the Teſticles and 
its neighbouring parts. We proceed now 
tothe various Differences of Ruptures, 
before we treat ſingly of each by it ſelf.

' called Hernia Inteſtinal, Fpiplocele

affirms it- an Inteſtinal Rupture of the T#- 
ven onely or ſimply , thatis, when the 
Inteſtine does not deſcend any further : 
by the Greeks called BuCayoxnnt, k And 
here the large Veins which are in the 
Groin may ſo ſwell, and prove fo vari- 
cous, that they may create a Rupture 
here, ſo as this proves a Chirurgical Af- 
fect. But before I proceed any further 
in this Chapter, be pleaſed to conſider 
thoſe Fn LP Uuch are committed 
by unskilful Chirurgeons, who very fre- 
quently do take Venereal Buboes for In- 
guinal Ruptures, and ſo do cut for the In- 
teſtine without either Wit or Honeſty, or 
elſe do prejudice to the great Vein there 
——_ by Nature, and thereby bring 
danger of death. But that you may the 
better underſtand the difference,conſider 
with me, that if you perceive a ſoft Tu- 
mourin the Inguen, from the beginning 
you 
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you may well ſuſpe&t a Dilation being 
made by the Inteſtine ; a Buboyn theibe- 
ginning being hard, eſpecially being Ve- 
nereal. It being a Rupture, if the Pati- 
ent lie on his back, theInteſtine falleth 1n- 
wards with eaſe, and the Tumour does 
vanith ; and upon the Patients rifing»it 
returns with as much-eaſe: Ina Babo 
there is always a- contained Tumour. 
But arriving to the matter of our preſent 
Diſcourſe, a Bubonocele does moſt gene- 
rally gain the name of being the begin- 
ning of an Inteſtinal Rupture more pro- 
perly,than the name of a Rupture;theIn- 
teſtine firſt making its fall through the Jy- 
guen, before it enters the $crotum, and fo 
does neceſſarily dilate it : And therefore 
Paulus ſaith , that the Inteſtinal Rup- 
ture of the Juguen does Fn a Rup- 
ture elſewhere ; for if the Peritonenum 
be made intenſe in its lower _ by 
Wind, or any other cauſe, and the Inte- 
ſtine makes its turgid way thither, being 
alſo filled with Wind ; or by being filled 
with Excrements, and thereby forceth jt 
ſelf, it makes this Bubonocele ; the which 
by Paulus requireth a double method 
of Cure, the one hwy, to be performed 
by Incifion, the other by Uſtion.

Ce/ſus will have this 
done with courage, and the Incifion to be 
made 'to the middle Coat, which maketh 
the Vagina; afterwards he witlt a Probe 
does depreſs the Peritoneum, and fo as 
that the Inteſtine be eompelled inwards ; 
and having lodged. his Probe, and' com- 
preſſed the Peritonegum, he by Sutures 


_ does draw the lips of the Wound toge- 


ther ; the which being done, he takes 
out:the Probe, and cures the remain as 
you do ſimple Wounds. This is Paulus 
Method, which is performed by Suture, 
binding up only the Cutz,as by Aſtriftion. 
The ſecond of his, which is performed by 
Uſtion, is both cruel, painful, and terrible, 
contracting the Cates by the ſtrength and 
force of the Fire,and making a contracted 
and hard Ciccatrice, and by this means do 
depreſs the Tumour, and will not ſuffer 
the Peritoneum to lift it ſelf u 

wards. But leaving theſe, a well made

Xomphalos is made by the Zerto- 
144m being either relaxed or rent ; 
and hence oft times happens that 
the Omentium and the Inteſlines do fall 
into its place. Ifit happeneth by the O- 
mentum, it retains the colour of the Cutz ; 
and there will appear a ſoft and almoſtin- 
dolent Tumour, and is repoſed without 
any noiſe ; but happening by the Inte- 
ſtines, it appears unequal, and upon its 
Reduction it maketh a Murmuration. It 
' It happens from Fleſli, it appears hard ; if 
from Wind,ſfoft : and this by the Learned 
called Exomphalos, by us a Navel Rup- 
ture, proceeds from the ſame Caule as the 
former, and may be treated with the 
ſame Curative Method ; ſave onely in 
this place you are to mind, that you co- 
ver the whole Rupture with hard, and 
thick, and large Bolſters, that hereby it 
may ſufficiently be kept in. It it hap- 
pens that 1t proves a flatuous .I umour of 
the Navel, cure it as you do P-3{ecele ; 
if a waterith Tumour, ths 1s to be thus 
treated, by making a ſmall Inciſion, and 


keeping it open ſo long as untilt you have 
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diſcharged the whole Water. Hil danus 
in his Centur. 3. Obſerv. 64. relates of a 
pleaſant {lory to this purpoſe ; ſo does 
Bentivenius tell us ofa ſtrange one : the 
laſt I will produce firſt, becauſe that of 
Hildanus IT intend to give according to 
the Author himſelf, with his Figures and 
Method how to make and apply the out- 
ward Dreſſings and Ligatures. Zenwve- 
11s chap. b. Abdits, relateth a ſtrange 
{tory of John Binus, who had a Son 
whoſe Navel grew out like a Mans pens, 
tour fingers in length, andas it were had 
a Coat of the Teſticles joyned to it, out 
of which ſometimes Spirits did fly, the 
which many Phyſicians ſaw ; whereupon 
ſome of them judged, ſome of the Inte- ' 
{tines had thruſt themſelves out ; others, 
the Omentum ; others attributed it to 
Wind and Humours; but at length 1t was 
concluded,that it was a Fleſhy Excreſcen- 
cy, and for the taking this off there was 
a ſtrict Bandage made, the which was 
every day contrac&ted or bound cloſer, 
untill the whole was eradicated ; the 
which being removed, the Patient reco- 
vered his perfect Cure and Health. 
This of Fabritins Hildanus 1s of a 
noble and pious Matron in Germany, in 
whom not onely the Navel it, ſelf, but a 


little above the Peritonzum, and ſome

part of the Abomen, it hung down dila- 
ted into a great Bag ; 1n this Bag alſo not 
onely the Omentum, but ſomewhat of the 
Inteſtine was contained. Sometimes a 
murmuring was there perceived ; and 
then pain was preſent , ſometimes pro- 
ving very vehement, otherwhile moxe 
remiſs, according to the quantity of 
Winds then preſent. She afhrmed to him, 
ſhe got this Aﬀect in the time of her 
Childbearing. Of the reſt, becauſe Pro- 
lapſes of this ſort, of the Navel or A4- 
domen, can be ſeldom reduced into the 
Belly ; or if they might be, they are not 
there retained without great difficulty ; 
they produce wonderful troubles to the 
Patients that are therewith vexed, when 
they by reaſon of the weight do draw 
their upper parts downwards.

between the Coats of the Teſticles, agd 
they there not aſlimulating , there oft 
times grows as it-were a Hypoſarcoſis, 
oft times Varices accompany the Tu- 


mour, and theſe are very troubleſom ; and 
theſe Humours being thick and viſad, 


bred from Flegm and Melancholy, as they 


breed Scirrhous Tumours in other parts, 
ſo alſo do they generate a hardneſs in 
theſe. It is known by its Hardneſs, Aſpe- 
rity, Inequality, -and Indolency, It ari- 
ſeth from Melancholy, it having a ſublu- 
cid colour. If it ariſeth from Flegm, it 
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_ #n particular. 


ts. If itariſeth from burnt Melancholy, 


it hath a pricking pain, and the Tumour 


is inequal, in ſome places foft, in others. 


hard. If the Tumour be not confirmed, 
cure it as you do a Scirrhur, by uſing E- 
, mollients, then Diſeuſſives; but the laſt 


ſeldom does any good here. But it theſe 


fail, you are to come tgrsection ; but it it 
be Cancerous attempt nothing. Mat- 
thiolus affirmeth, that he hath abſumed 
a Sarcocele 'by the onely ufing of Pulvy 
Radics Anonids being taken for many 
moneths. But if it yields not to Medi- 
cine, Inciſion 1s the next remedy ; and 
this way or method is not void of danger, 
the Teſticle being either left in or taken 


out. Andby the way weareto conſider, | 


that if any fleſhy ſubſtance grows about 


the Coats or Teſticles, this is wholly and 


abſolutely to be taken away in this caſe 
for more ſafety ; the Veſlels are there- 
fore to be drawn out and tied, and after- 
wards inciſed and cauterized : for to leave 
any part hereof, does more repreſent the 
Ignorance .of a Quack, than knows- 
ledge of an Artiſt ; for no Son of Art will 


give the advantage of a new growth, 


whenas he may well prevent any ap- 
pearance of the ſame by a careful mana- 
ging of his Operation, and taking care of 
preventing all accidents; for a ſmall

quantity,but left remaining, will ſoon run 
up (like a rank Weed) to a great bulk, 
and this in a ſhort time grows worſe and 
worſe. If the Tumour be not very hard, 


the Chirurgion comprehending, - the 


whole Tumour, that is the whole tumefi- 
ed Subſtance, in, the Teſticle, every way 
encompaſſing it,,Jet him make his In- 
ciſion even to the Tumour above 'the 
Scrotum ; then abduce the Teſticle . from 
the Scrotum, drawing a ſtrong Needle:

 Fabritius Hildanus tells a very pleaſant 


ſtory of a young man, who embracing 
his Miſtreſs in Venereal Ceremony, he be- 
ing near ready to eje& his Spermatick 
ſuccus, was prevented of his intended 
purpoſe by a Meſſenger which ruſhed 1n 


'unawares, by opening the Chamber door, | 


and diſturbing bim in his purſuit,on which 


his Sperm receded, and was retained.

Upon whuch a pain ſeized on his Groin, 
his Teſtieles tumefied, and the pain began 
tobe remiſs in his left Teſticle, and the 
Tumour vamiſhed, and returned to its 
former ſtate ; but about the right the Tu- 
mour continued; the which in proceſs of 
time turned into a great fleſhy Rupture ; 
and he being called to the Patient amongſt 
other Phyficiansin conſultation, ſaw not 
onely Fleſh about the Teſticle concreted, 
but found it alſo extended with ſerous 
Humours , fo that it equalled near the 
largeneſs of a Childs Head.

T Of Cificocele or Hernia Varicoſa. 
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"His is nothing elſe than a Dilatati- 
=, on of the Veins inthe Tefticles, 
_ conglomerated in. manner of 
Varices :and theſe (as Celſus and P au- 
tus write) are either the Veins of the 
S$crotum, or thoſe in the Membranes of 
the Dartos,or thoſe which do nouriſh'the 
Teſticle : and therefore Celſus adviſeth, 
it the Rupture be in the $crotum, you are 
to apply thin, and ſharp Inſtruments to 
the Veins,and with theſe the Veins are to 
be cauterized, and there to be moſt cau- 
terized where moſt variced or twiſted. 
The general Curative Method here is the 
ſame to that preſcribed in cuxing of a 
Iswartions, Seerrhbus; the Intentions here are three, 
to repell the flowing Humour, to diſ- 
charge and dry up that which hath alrea- 
dy flowed,and to aftringe the dilated Vel- 
ſels. Now Aſtringents do fatisfie theſe 
two ſcopes ; for as being cold and reſtrin- 
gent, they repell the fluent Humour; as 
being drying,they dry it up ; and by its 
Aſtriction do alſo bind up the dilated Vel- 
ſels. And for this Aﬀect, Balauſtians,Red 
Roſes, Pomgranate Rinds, Juice of Hy- 
pocyltus,

Theſe Glandules have their proper names 
as well as others, and 'hence 1s it that 
they are called Bubones, by us in Eng- 
land called the Popes eye, in veal and 
mutton. Fhey are held to be eight in num- 
ber and very large. There 1s held to be a 
great commerce between the Nerves 
and theſe Glandules : for it is very credi- 
ble that the Nerves do conveigh ſome- 
what hither, as their excrementitious 
fucciys, and alſo do ſend hither any ner- 
veous quality that at any time doth per- 
plex them; but they do not unload them- 
felves into theſe as into their excretory 
ports, but into their adjoyning vellels ; and 
[aa it is that they are placed at the 
greater- diviſion of the veſſels: neither 15 
it leſs probable ; that they take ſome- 
what from henee as anutritie juice , 
the which being allured by a ſimilar at- 
traction of the Glandulous ſubſtance, the 
Aa 4 Lym- 
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Lymphaducts to pour out their Lympha 
hey and by the bewllit lite? eſs 
Glandules do ſeparate one. and leave the 
other : And this is confirmed by their 
{weetnes and delicacy, they having a fa- 
miliarity with the nutriveSuccus:And the 
reaſon they are ſo large and-numerous is, - 
becauſe the 'Crural Nerves had need to 


have ſuch large Organes for diſcharging 


their ſuperfluities: We come now to their 
Diſeaſes with the Aﬀedts ; theſe being ei- 
ther ſimple or not malign Tumours, or 
peſtilential or venereal. [/Tumours. The 
Cauſes of all which maybe, reduced to 
two. The firſt being the hindrance : of 
the Circulation of the Blood , and hence 
ariſeth a Tumour by reaſon of the conti- 
nuity and impetuous aſflux'of the Blood 
from the heart through the Arteries, and 
by reaſon of its making no reflux from 
theſe through the Veins : An evident ex- 
ample we have hereof in Contuſions, of 
the Glandules and in their Obſtructions.. 
A ſecond common Cauſe ariſeth general- / 
ly from the Nerves themſelves, ſpitting 
forth their ſuperfluous Humidities being 
either here vitious 1in Quantity or Quah- 
ty: now theſe are 2 common cauſes: Eve. 
ry ſpecial Tumour hatlvitsſpecifick cauſes 


& differences:and thus if theſe ſuperflui- 
ties only err in quantity or quality, as-in 
viſcidity,thicknes,or the like,it frameth a

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 fimple Tumour: If from a malign quality, 
there ariſeth a Tumour being of the ſame 
nature (as malign;)and thus being either 
. venereal or neſitlential it occaſioneth a ve- 
nereal or peſtilential Tumour, We are now Cas. 
toenquire'of the efficient cauſes of this ve- 
nreal Zubo:and this poyſon oftimes 1s com- 
municated to the.Liver, and hence 1s ſent 
into the-Inguens,as its + Emunctuo- 
ries, and hence ariſeth theſe venereal Bu- 
boes. The cheif matter of which they are 
bred is of a part of thick, cold and viſcid 
Humours, which may wel be perceived by 
the hardnes,whitenes,ilnes of pain,and co- 
lour of the Tungour: Sometimes they ariſe 
from a hot, ſharp, & cholerick Humour 
with a great pain,and a conjunct heat,and 
theſe make them fo oft to run intoUlcers, 
being, both virulent & corroding.As to the cre. 
curey never-uſe digeſtives, leſt the thinner 
art being reſolved,the thicker excrement 
9 and-encreaſeth- inwards ; much leſs 
| Repellers, for theſe do drive the virulent 
matter inward; and therefore Attractives 
and Suppuratives here only do take beſt 
place. The Tumour being made ripe, 0- 
pen it with a. potential Cautery. As 
touching the cure of the whole body, 
neither purge, bleed, or.keep any order 
of dyet. Make your orifice not very large, 
but ſo as you may lodge in it a pretty 
handſome large Tent for diſcharge of this, 
| peccant 
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peccant Matter, 1you may keep it open for 
20 or 3o dayes according to the greater 

or leſſer quantity” of Matter. This being 
diſcharged, we nay both preſcribe purg- 


ing, bleeding,and a good order ofdyet.It 
being difchargecl, cleanſe it well, fill up 
with fleſh, and {kin it. And thus may 
you cure the hinder ſort of a-Venereal 
Bubo : but if tt proves more rebellious, 
then inſtead of Suppurating Medicines 
we ſhould come to the uſe-of Cuppin 

Glaſſes every other day, and after theſes 
ro apply Diachylon cam gumme- mixed 
with - black Soap ,. and thefe will ma- 
turate the moſt rebellious Buboes ;. and 
having brought it thus , _— the Ul- 
cer by keeping it a long while open , 
and freed of 1ts peccant Matter; then fill 
up with fleſh, andſkin it. H:Jdanns tels 
us of one, who in an impure coition with 
a Strumpet had all his genital parts ſo di- 
lated, that a malign Vapour paſſed to the 
next immediate Veines, and afterwards 
courſed through the greater to the Liver, 
and ſo infeted the whole maſs of Blood, 
hence were generated many crudities in- 
ſtead of Blood. And as nature is alwaies 
careful to defend her noble parts, and to. 
vindicate them from blemiſh and injury , 
ſhe generally ſends theſe Humours to the 
Ingrens, as to its Emunctuories Fund

in particulay. 
here they breed theſe Tumours we call 
Buboes, which were made of a hot and fan- 
Suinolent matter, the which with eaſe 
came to ſuppuration ; others there be 
which being gener ated ofcould and thick 
Humours do require a longer time to ſup- 
pur ate , 'and a greaterdiligenicy to cure , 
the' Matter was ſharp and malign, and 
miny Medicines being uſed both inwards 
and ' outwards with ſmall ſnceeſs. The 
Tumour appeared but ſmall, ' and was 
yery hard , and after having applied ma- 
ny attradtive Cataplaſms and Empla- 
fters, by the: benefit of a Cauſtick it did 
break, out ofwhich for ſix or ſeven dayes 
ſpaceit did run near ten'pound of Mat- 
ter.

Tumours or 


Abſceſses, they at laſt turning to Fiſtu- 


laes, if not bring a Conſumption with 


them, and ſo Death.

"His Tumor by the Arabians is cal- 
- WW - Althos.- Itis a Tumour long , 
© -and' moveable, in. its- Vigour 


| Tharp »with a myeronated Turbination , 


immoveable-anddeeply fixed in the Glan- 
dules,-in which the Brain exonerates it 
ſelt into-theſe Glandules ſomewhat of 
its venenate and peſtiferous Matter, as to 
thoſe which - are in the Throat and Ears, 
the Heart to'-thoſe which are under the 
Axillaries, and the Liver to the Inguens. 
It conſiſteth of a thick and viſcid ſub- 
ſtance, as aſharp Azthrax fixing an Ef- 
char in the part. Of theſe are two con- 
jun& Cauſes, the Efficient is ſtrength and 
vivacity of the expulſive Faculty of theſe 
principal parts, which expulſion is made 


by theſe to the Emunctuories. The mate- 


rial Cauſe is corrupt Blood deprived of 
its proper Nature , Eſſence .and benign 
Quality, and altogether altered and chan- 
ged from its prittine Subſtance, that it 


turneth an enemy to its nature. And here 


ought we to enquire into the cauſe of this 
Corruption. lt 1s to be noted 1n an Inflam- 
mation and Eryfipelas the fluent Blood 

f 1s 
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is good , becauſe it 1s not expelled, on- 
ly aggravated in Quantity: . This is ex- 
pelled inreſpect of its ill Quality. Galer 
giveth this as a Cauſe, as\ Corruption , 
when that be received be of an evil juice, 
they being of the worſt Nutriment. As 
nother Cauſe 1s corruption of Air , 'the 


which being attracted doth force it ſelf 


into the Spirits, and ſo corrupt the whole 
Maſs of Blood. we dp own a Peſtife- 
rous Bybo to be an Inflammation of the 
Glandulous parts: and here therefore we 
are to mind the whole colour of the Bo- 


dy; For in a Peſtiferous Bu4o - this is 


ſometimes changed. Another ſign is a 
dry and black Tongue ; another 1s a thin 
and wateriſh Urine, his Excrements ve- 
ry fetid , becauſe this putrid Heat doth 
corrupt them. In a Peſtiferons Flux 
there is oft times a Cholerick Flux ad- 
joyned,and the Excrements are'of various 
colours , frequent Vomiting and ſtinking 
Sweats, a-general Itch over all the Body, 
pains of the Head, oftimes Del:rium , 
oreat pain and -griping in the Stomach, 


by reaſon of the putrid Humours ſent: 


thither from the Guts ; then Syncope and 


at laſt Death. In this caſe Death is gene- 
rally to be preſaged, the diſeaſe being 
ſo potent and forcibly aſſailing the natu- 
ral Fort, that it cannot long hold out. As 
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in particulay. 3 
to the Cure; Firſt, cure 'his Air, this be- Cure: 
ing as a main Actor v3 this Tragedy , 
and therefore ſprinkle his room with Vi- 
negar, or burnt Tarr, &c. let his Dyet be 
thin, becauſe his Humour is thick;all Paſ- 
ſions are tobe ſhunned; Venery fled from 
as the greateſt enemy , becauſe it is a. 
great dileaſe.Galen ordeieth Venz Setfi- 
o; andinevery putrid Fever you miay ſee 
him ordering Phlebotomy as you may ſee/ 
 1tin.11.Meth.cap.14.And in a Peſtilential 
Bubo there is concomitant a putrid. Fe- 
ver ; and therefore Bleeding; 1s very requi- 
ſite. Beſides theſe , the common ſigns of 
the Bloods offending in Quality requires 
Bleeding : But this 1s to be done and per- 
formed both watily and judictouſly ; for 
in ſome caſes it 1s by no means tobe ad- 
mitted, as in the Small Pox appearing, 
or Buboes; for by VeneſeCtion here 
we ſend the peccant Matter inwards to 
ſome noble part, and fo inſtead. of 
quenching we rather add Fuel to the Fires 
Andin purging be ſure you obſerve to 
mix ſomewhat of an Alexipharmick to 
ſtrengthen the Parts. As to the out- 
ward Applications, Epiſpaſticks , Cup- 
ping Glaſſes and the like Medicines, are 
the only proper Inſtruments to abate the 
Fury mls tetch forth the Malignity. Som- 
times Cauſticks alſo do take goop place 
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here , anointing; the Skin firſt with Oyl 
. of Lilies,that the more looſe the Skin be 


made, the deeper the impreſs the Cup- 
ping Glaſs may make. And being thus 
brought to Suppuration - apply Venice 
Treacle or Mithridate plaſter-wiſe. Or 
for this uſe you may uſe this Unguent.

the Throat apply a Veſicatory to the 
Scapulaes ; and after they have perform- 
ed their work , cut them open, and dif- 
charge the Matter, and keep them open 
for ſome time, by applying Beets, or I- 
yy-leaves, or Melilot-plaſter to them. 
Theſe may be ufedif your Patient lives 
to uſe them : But thus 1s very rare, for 
they ſeldome are cured, they dying the 
firſt day, and very few living beyond 
the fourth. I ſhall conclude this Chap- 
ter with this Hiſtory related by Petrus 
Bayrus lib. 20. cap. 8. of a Woman 
which had a Peſtilential Tumour bred 
behind her Ear, and he being ſent for 
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about eight hours after it was perceived, 
it grew. .ihitoalarge Rulkein. that time 
with much pain, the pain afterwards 
began to ceafe', but the GendSdeſcen- 
Jed tothe Heart ,- and did horribly trou- 
ble and vex it ; neither ' could ſhe beleive 
herſelf tolive-an hour : being by his di- 
rections ordered to ſmell to Vinegar and 
Roſe-water ;-+ after this ſhe was bled on 
each Cephalick,, firſt Breathing a Vein 
on the contrary ;Side,, then on the di- - 
{tempered Side. ,Then was there applyed 
a large Ventoſe to the Part affected with 
adeep. Scarrification , reiterating its ap- 
plication : And when there was drawn 
near: half a pound of Blood by this Ven- 
toſe, - the Parient began to find: her ſelf 
ſomewhat. better 'and to have ſome, 
hopes, and found manifeſtly that the Ve- 
nome receded from her Heart by theſe 
Frictions , 'Qdours ,, Cordial Powders , 
and Potions and the like ; that by.Divine. 
Bleſſing and help 'of theſe Remedies ſhe 
pertectly recoyered.:.. . Hoerius faith, 
live Oyſters being applied to Peſtilenti-. 
al; Buboes 'do attract. all the Venome, 
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Of Phyma and Phygethlon.

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this you are to cure by Phlebotomy, 
Purging, arid Diet. As touching the af- 
feted part, you had better apply Dige- 
ſtives than Suppuratives, becauſe this Tu- 
mour hath a mixture of Choler : and 
hence it is that Galen, 114.6. Simpl. doth 
praiſe Atriplex, and the Leaves of Gar- 
den Mallows, and a cold Cerate, and is at 
length to be cured with mild Difcuſ- 
fives. Luſitanns Cent.6.Curat.82., telleth nite. 
of a young Gentleman troubled with a 
Phygethlon under his Axillary,the which 
did Bread to a very large bigneſs, in pro- 
ceſs of time it grew ſoft and livid, and fo 
cron Pulſation, that both Phy- 

ician' and Chirurgion conjeftured Mat- 
ter to be lodged init; and therefore by a 
Feneral confent it was opened ; but the 
Succeſs was miſerable, for it was-ſcarce 

opened but the Blood flew out impetuou- 
fly, with a great noiſe of Spirit, upon 
which the Patient preſently dieth with 
his inclining downwards, and he ſpeedily 
departed this miſerable Lite.

C H A ÞP. UEYHL. 
Of the Hemorrhoides. 


Emorrhoid is a Compounded word 
mpd'F ajue, Which ſignifies Sarn- 
guzs, and fiw, fluo ; and this 1s a 
Flux of Blood. The Veins of the Anus 
onely gain the place of their dwelling 
and being : or they are Tumours encom- 
 paſling the Veins of the Anus, excited by 
the great influx of Melancholy Blood, re- 
ſembling, ſomewhat of a ſpecies of a Va- 
r:/x, Some of theſe at certain times do 
open themſelves , and ſo do diſcharge 
and exonerate the Blood : others there 
are that onely tumefie. Some are hid- 
den, others more manifeſt. Such as flow, 


they pour out almoſt all Blood mixed with 


a yellowiſh J2rum, which 1s as a Vehi- 
cle to make its more ſpeedy exzt, and by 
its acrimony does make a more ſpeedy 


opening of the Veſſels. Such as do not 


flow, do either lodge in ſome ſmall Blad- 
ders, and by ſome called Veſtcales ; and 
theſe are made by the influx of Flegm and 
Serum, reſembling Grapes, from whence 
they are called Cwvales, from the efflux 
of Bloud, being laudable in quality, but 
bred Ly a copious Redundancy. They 

are 
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_ are different in their Magnitude, ſome 
being large, others ſmall ; in their mul- 
titude , ſome having many Oritfices, 0- 
thers few ; in their Figure ſome narrow, 
ſome broad ; intheir Colour, ſome being 
_ ofa blackiſh colour, others more red ; in 
their Place, ſome being in the Anus, o- 
thers in the SphyniFer, others bordering 
upon the right Gut ; in their Conflituti- 
.on, ſome being. mild, others more -cruel 
and-painful. Theſe Hemorrhozdes arife 
(as both the ancient and modern Anato- 
miſts allow) from the Splenetick branch, 
.dedycing its iſſue from the Porta produ- 
ced downwards towards the RefFum, and 
then carried backwards to the Corc:x,and 
there to be inſerted and propagated. But 
from the Vena cava there are two Pran- 
ches produced from the Os ſacrum or 
Coxendix, and ſent to the Anus ; the on= 
from the right, the other from the lett 
part, the which are diſſeminated through 
the Muſcles of the right Gut and Anus, 
and do there conſtitute theſe Hemorrhoi- 
dal Veins, here pouring forth their Blood : 
and this 1s je with good reaſon, 
for the reCtitude of the Veſſels, the Blood 
flowing downwards by its weight muſt 
neceſlarily fill its Veſſels, and being girt 
up or conftringed , being thus filled by 
the Muſcles, does make way for this 
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' Apertion. And to give a better light to 
the well ordering and curing of both 
ſorts, let us make an exat Anatomical 
Inquiry about theſe parts, Theſe He- 
morrhoidal Veins again have an Artery 
belonging to them to feed them, this 
Blood firſt coming from the Porta to the 
Anas ; for from the great Branch of the 
Porta 1s this carried to the Spleen, and 
thence through the Meſentery is it ſent to 
the right Gut. Theſe Veins are onely 
two,arifing from the Cava and the Porta 
for this cauſe, becauſe theſe ſerve, as da 
the other Veins of the Body, for nouriſh- 
ing the parts with Blood : and thus are 
the parts of the Aus nouriſhed there- 
with ( This was a thing unknown to the 
Ancients; ) and therefore it is neceſſary 
that the Melancholy Blood ſhould this 
waybe diſcuſſed ; for by this Paſſage one- 
ly 1s Melancholy beſt diſcuſſed, and the 
Schirrus of the Spleen cured. Beſides 
theſe, theſe alſo are by nature as Scavin- 
ers to cleanſe the feculent Blood, and 
make a ſound Body ; and when therefore 
ſhe cannot perform theſe, we make our 
ſpeedy addreſs to Phlebotomy : and the 
Evacuations thus made we daily find to 
yield great comfort and eaſe to the trou- 
bled Patient. Beſides, theſe not being 
Kept open, a man having a great quanti- 
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ty of Melancholy Humour lodged in tum, 

: RAN whole Body will hereby be leſs ca- 

.pable to undergo any other Method 

which may be preſcribed. Andlaſtly, in 

Malign Fevers, being lodged in the lar- 

ger Veſſels, and there putrefying the 

Blood, theſe moſt properly ought to be 

opened, being nearer related to the af- 

tected part, where more good may be 

expected than from the Arm. Should 

theſe be ſtopped, they breed a Conſum- 

ption in the Lungs, a Dropſie in the 

Liver, by ſuffocating the Liver as it were 

in its native heat ; and if they flow im- 

moderately, the Blood being evacuated 

the Liver 1s cooled , thereby is excited 

a Dropſie, and a decay of the whole Bo- 

dy. For this immoderate Flux take theſe :

Luſitanus, who adviſed him to beichear- 
ful, and to the parts he orders 4 Leeches 
to be applied, the' which extracted {ix 
Ounces of Bloud ; after this preſcribed 
him a-good Diet, and cooling Syrups, as 
Syrups of Endive, Fumitory, Woodl(or- 
rel; andthe like, for ſome days together ; 
and taking a purging Potion of Manna, 
Rhubarb, with Diaphenicon, ©c. with 
this order the Blood followed. its former 
courſe, and the Patient grew well. Oe- 
thins writes-alſo of one, who, when his 
Flux was obſtructed below, he did every 
moneth ſpit Blood at the mouth, as you

Pain, and Tumour. Some allow inward 
Cauſes,as Intenſion of theSpirits,Contufi- 
ons,Concuſſions,Obſtructons, theſe being 
accounted as the chief of the inward Cay- 
ſes. Some alſo do adde Melancholy Blood 
tobe a Cauſe hereof lodged in the Veins 
and Arteries; but the molt uſual fign of its 
Cauſes is drawn from the 1gnorant Chi- 
rurgion, who by pricking too deep does 
wound the nts Artery, the which is 
not eaſily to be cured by reaſon of its 
Spermatick Subſtance and Motion ; and 
thus the Blood by degrees 1s percolated 
out of the Arteries, and making a Cavi- 
ty for it ſelf formeth this Areur:ſm, the 
Matter hereof being a Spirituous Blood 
made by Dilatation , the outward Mat- 
ter is made by Grumous Blood thus rai- 
{ed together. It generally receives theſe 

two Methodical Scopes in its Cure, v7z. 
Pharmacy and Chirurgery ; and where 
the one takes not, the other muſt be at- 
tempted. The firſt are Repellers and 
Reſtringents, and convenient Ligatures, 
or Lead ſtrictly bound over the part ; or 
ſuch an Aſtringent as this may ſerve the 
turn, as, Be.

Reſtriit;vum.Let this remain on for two 
or three days. Theſe are to be uſed in ſmal 
Aneuriſms, but in large Aneuriſms not 
happening in the Head or in the Grojns, 
they are accounted Mortal, according to 
Aetins, lib.15. cap.10. Some Artiſts do 
tie up the Artery both above and below, 
and then divide between theſe two Liga- 
tures ; but this Operation is dangerous, 
painful, and troubleſom, and ſeldom 
bringeth any benefit. But to preſerve 
Life I would rather, if it happen in a 
place where it may lawfully be perform- 
ed and exerciſed, have Amputation made; 
and before you begin this, be ſure to 
purge the body with Cafſia, Manna, and 
the like ; and order cooling Juleps,Emul- 
ſions, and Hordeate Decoctions, and keep 
the Body open by Purging and Clyſters. 
Hzildanus in his 44 Obſervat. relateth of 
a young Gentleman, who being troubled 
with the Itch, upon which ſending for a 
Barber to breathe a Vein for him, he 

pricked the Artery inſtead of the Bafilick 
Vein ; whence did ariſe an Anenriſm.. 
For the ablating of which above a 
moneth was uſed variety of Medicines to 
little or nopurpoſe ; the Tumoar equal- 
led the bigneſs of a Gooſe: Egge ; it was 
pale and hard, in which was ſo perfect a 
Pulfation, that it elevated the Drefings
